Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
the claimed invention as described in the specification. It appears that the drawings 
filed in this case are drawn to a different invention. See e.g., U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 
2005/0005443. In fact, the four (4) drawings on file in this case do not show what is 
described in the six (6) drawings described in the Speciation. Likewise, they do not 
show the same subject matter of U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 2005/0015982 (App. No. 
10/917,135), which claims a similar invention and is based on the same PCT 
application. 

Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed 
invention should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
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drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, line 5, "of the" (second occurrence) should be deleted. Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach of suggest a method for producing a connecting rod comprising: 
"laser cutting the contour of the big connecting-rod eye while the cast or forged blank is 
held in a second clamping station," in combination with the other claimed subject matter. 
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Applicant's characterization of the prior art is germane. See e.g., Specification, 
page 2. The prior art generally recognizes laser cutting only to form the splitting notch 
for the subsequent cracking or for separating the bearing eye. 

U.S. Pat. 6,915,568 discloses a similar invention for producing a connecting rod. 
However, the reference expressly teaches away from laser cutting, in favor of 
conventional cutting methods. See Col 3, lines 20-25 & Col. 4, lines 34-40. Furthermore, 
Applicant's German priority precedes that reference's effective filing date. 

U.S. Pre-Grant Publication 2005/0015982 (App. No. 10/917,135) claims a similar 
invention. 

5. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
